Japan, it.appears, would like to have the next arms 
parley: Japanese’ newspapers have been urging it 
lately, ‘and. the’ Japanese government is said to be 
interested. There is no evident reason why America 
should,,oppose. such a. project. 

‘Tt is accepted as a matter of course that there will 
be..a:new. gathering of the powers before long, if the 
Locarno ‘security treaties are ratified according to 
program. But the European powers, especially 
France, are frankly opposed to another such confer- 
ence ‘in’ Washington. They rather grudge this 
country the credit of the last one, because of its con- 
tinued absence from their counsels. They prefer to 
hold: disarmament coiferences at Geneva and let the 
League of Nations have the credit. But they might 
not oppose a conference in Japan. 

As far as America is concerned, it might be a fine 
stroke of diplomacy, promoting friendly relations with 
Japan,,reassuring everybody about peace in the Pacific 
and deftly avoiding complications with Geneva. 

The Japan. Advertiser. makes an observation that 
should interest Americans. If there is any lingering 
belief in foreign minds, says the Advertiser, that 
Japan is a militarisiic power, a disarmament confer- 
ence in Tokyo would: dispel that belief. 

Tt. would: be worth while to see Japan prove her 
good faith as America did at the Washington confer- 
ence three years ago.
